be likely to so completely rouse the 
spirit of determination to win the 
war in the American people as the 
appearance of the war on their own 
doorstep. 


The increasing radius of submarine, 


activity has been repeatedly noteo! 
recently and was the subject, of con- 
siderable comment a few days ago 
when the steamer President Lincoln 
was sunk. 
It is .possible .that the 


submarine which sank the President 
Lincoln was on the way to the Amer- 
ican coast at the time. 


The discussion of so-called sub- 


marine cruisers has occupied consid- 
erable space during the last tln-ee 
days in, the British press'owing to 
the prominence given .them by Ad- 
miral Marquis of Milfordhaven, for- 
mer first sea lord.

Cambridge Saturday he. predicted 
further development of the subma- 
rine warfare in the direction of larg- 
er submarines with much • greater 
cruisinj? radius.

"Ultimately we shall see subma- 


rine cruisers with heavy guns and 
torpedoes, protected by armor and 
with a surface speed equal to any ex- 
isting surface craft," said the Mar- 
quis of Milfordhaven. 
"These new 


j cruisers will require attendant ves- 
' sels as eyes for offense and defense, 


i the same as surface battle fleets have 


now, bur thse attendant craft will be 
in the air, not in the water. 


"In the construction of the larger 


types of submarine cruisers, the 
progress will not be confined by any 
means to the enemy navy, 
keep pace.
